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FLIGHT RECORDERS FOR SCHEDULED AIR CARRIER OPERATIONS

The regulation requiring the carrlage of flight recorders In scheduled alr carrler oper-
atlons was repsaled on June 9, 1944, because of materlal shortages.

Since the use of flight recorders by scheduled alr garrlers 1n DOth passenger and CArgo
service will promote safety and will constitute an aid In the determinatlon of the facts,
conditions, and circumatances of accidents in which such alrcraft may become involved and
also alnce flight recorders are now avallable, 1t 13 considered Iin the public interest to re-
quira thelr use.

Effective Qctober 18, 1947, Part 81 of the Clvwil Alr Regulaticns ls amended by adding a
new section to read as follows:

$1.941 Flight recorder, No aireraft shall be operzted in scheduled alr transportation
after June 30, 1948, unless 1t l2 squipped with ingtrmentation to record continucualy daring
tlight the altitule of the aireraft and the vertical acceleratioms to which the alrcraft may
be sub)ected, the values of BOLh these 1tems vo be recorded agalost & time s¢ale Of at least
2 lnches to the hours The recording device shall be subatantlally protected rrom J&rring and
from the effects of fire and shall be located as far back In the fuselage as practicable, 1n
any case at least aft of the most rearward dulkhead.
